THE  LIBRARY  OF  McGILL 

By  G.  R.  Lohmbi,  M.A.,  Pb.D 

I.  What  is  the  Library? 

The  Library  is  not  a  collection  of  literary  antiqui- 
ties: it  is  not  a  dumping  ground  for  books  for  which 
donors  have  no  further  use;  it  docs  not  ofTcr  an  easy 
position  for  lazy  people. 

On  the  contrary,  the  Library  is  the  laboratory  of 
the  whole  University;  it  buys  (as  far  as  limited  funds 
allow)  the  latest  books  on  the  latest  subjects:  it  pre- 
serves the  spiritual  inheritance  of  the  race,  both  in 
the  current  speech  of  the  modem  world,  as  well  39 
in  the  language  of  the  historic  past. 

The  true  University  of  these  days  is  a  collection  of  hooht."

IL  Where  Did  the  Library  Come  From? 

In  1855,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  books  belong- 
ing to  the  Medical  Faculty,  there  was  no  University 
Library.  In  that  year  a  beginning  was  made  by  the 
purchase  of  a  small  number  of  books  chiefly  on  English 
history  and  literature.  In  1860,  when  McGill  College 
moved  to  temporary  lodgings  over  the  old  High  School 
on  Dorchester  Street  (now  the  Fraser  Library),  it 
carried  with  it  some  1,500  volumes.  In  1862,  Mr. 
William  Molson  provided  accommodation  for  20,000 
volumes,  but  McGill  had  only  2,000.  By  1870,  these 
had  grown  to  10,000;  by  1882,  to  20,000.  In  1893, 
when  the  present  Library  was  opened  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  Peter  Redpath,  the  number  had 
increased  to  35,000.  Under  Mr.  Gould  as  Librarian, 
the  resources  of  the  Library  grew  until  in  1900  an 
extension  to  the  Book-stack  was  required. 

III.  Where  is  the  Library  Going? 

To-day,  the  University  Library  is  at  a  standstill — 
at   the  parting  of  the  ways.     It  can  either  go  on 
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increasing  in  size  and  usefulness,  climbing  steadily 
towards  the  ideal  of  what  a  University  Library  ought 
to  be;  or  it  can  take  the  easiest  way -go  downwards 
and  get  nowhere. 

The  Library  is  eager  to  go  upward  and  to  increase 
Its  usefulness  to  the  University  and  to  the  community, 
but  It  IS  held  back  by  limitations  of  space  and  funds 
It  IS  waiting  for  the  helping  hand  of  the  Graduates  and 
friends  of  McGill.   With  them  the  verdict  rests. 

Shall  it  go  up  or  down  ? 

IV.  What  Does  the  Library  Do? 

The  Library  is  not  asking  for  something  in  return 
tor  nothing.  It  is  striving  daily  to  improve  its  ser/ice. 
Ihese  are  some  of  the  things  which  it  does: 

1.  For  "Old  McGill ;'  it  preser\'es  the  records  of 
the  history  of  the  University;  it  adds  to  its  prestige 
among  the  cducaiional  institutions  of  the  world;  and 
It  increases  the  a\ailable  intellectual  resources  of  the 
University. 

2.  For  the  Professors,  it  provides  the  latest  works 
in  their  sjiecial  subjects  and  reading  for  their  students; 
It  helps  to  advance  research;  it  affords  publicity 
through  the  distribution  of  reprints;  and,  through 
mt^er-hbrary  loans,  it  makes  available  the  resources  of 
other  Universities. 

3.  To  Graduates,  it  affords  an  opportunity  for 
continued  study  in  the  Library  and  by  mail  service 
when  at  a  distance;  it  supplies  book  lists  and  biblio- 
graphical information  on  request.  It  even  answers 
reference  questions  by  telephone.

4.     To  Students,  it  supplies  text-books  and  supple- 
mentary reading  in  connection  with  their  courses-  it 
introduces  them  to  the  u>e  of  library  tools;  and  it 
provides  a  quiet  reading  room  for  study.

6.  For  Canada,  the  Library  is  making  a  si)ecial 
collection  of  books  of  interest  in  Canadian  historv  and 
literature;  it  sends  Travelling  Libraries  throughout 
the  country  from  xNewfoundland  to  British  Columbia; 
it  loans  books  to  other  Universities;  and  it  trains 
librarians  for  service  in  Canadian  libraries.

V.  Why  Does  the  Library  Need  a  New  Wing  ? 

1.  The  available  space  is  filling  up  at  the  rate  of 
over  400  feet  a  year.  There  is  already  no  room  left. 
Books  are  out  of  reach  on  top  shelves  and  have  even 
had  to  be  placed  on  the  floor.  Books  line  the  base- 
ment corridor  and  rooms,  and  cases  of  gifts  cannot  be 
unpacked  because  there  is  no  space  for  the  books. 
Twenty  years  ago,  five  study  rooms  were  available- 
to-day,  these  are  overflowing  with  pamphlets  and 
special  collections. 
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2.  Adequate  5i)acc  is  needed  for  housinR  the 
recent  donations  of  k^mktous  iK-nefactors— i,uch  as 
the  K.pma  Shearer  Wood  Library  of  Ornithology  and 
the  Iilacl;ader  Library  of  Architecture.

3.  A  perioflical  room  is  ur^entlv  required.  The 
present  small  room  was  never  planned  for  this  purpose 
and  has  accommodation  for  only  ei^ht  readers — yet 
the  Library  receives  about  500  periodicals. 

4.  An  exhibition  room  should  lie  provided  for 
the  public  display  of  the  old  manuscriins,  early 
prmtmg,  rare  bindings,  and  other  literary  treasures 
in  the  possession  of  the  Library.  For  this  educational 
function  of  the  Library  the  makeshift  in  the  Gallery 
of  the  Reading  Room  is  entirely  inadequate.
